They will doubtless see lo it that in the uture their

Fortunately cases of this kind ate cppjparalively rare but 


•lir and spring guns are far too commort in most communities. 
They are placed in the hands of-childrcn Ion young to realize 
the danger involved, and whose first impulse in many in- 
stances is to "scare" some playmate by shooting at him. When 
nolhimr bul a scare results if is considered-great-sporl, even 
by those that are shot at, and so it is'kepi up until some one 
loses an eye or is otherwise badly injured.- 


Children need playthings ;lnd should hajve.lhcm, but there 


•ire so many that are harmless thai it is little less than a crime 
to place in their hands weapons, which may easily mean in- 
jury or death. Parents should bear these lads in mind for (he 
sake of their own children and the children ol others. Hir- 
thermore there are many laws more foolish than would be 
one prohibiting the manufacture and sale of these dangerous 
toys.
